POLICY ON DRAINAGE INTO BAY 


Board of Works policy on two points which 


will concern drainage 
and proposed Notla and 


of the Laverton Estate 
Truganina sub-divisions 


is being sought by Altona City Council. 


They are — 
(1) The policy of the 
Board concerning the dis- 


charge of drainage waters 
* Port Phillip Bay from 
isting unsewered 
visions which are proposed 
to be developed. 


(2). The policy of the 
Board concerning the dis- 
charge of drainage waters| 
into the recently costructed 
Truganina Main Drain from 
areas in the vicinity of the 
drain and from existing un- 





sewered subdivisions which 
are proposed to be deve- 
loped. 


If the Board will not per- 
mit drainage waters flowing 
into the Truganina drain 
the Council will -ask the 
Board if contributions to the 
cost of alternative main 
drains will be provided. 

‘Problems associated with 
the drainage of the Altona 
West area are being consi- 
dered by the Council. 

Relative matters of con- 
cern placed before a meet- 
ing of the General Purposes 
Committee by the City En- 
gineer, Mr. R, C. Simmons, 
were — 

“The discharge of other 
than storm water drainage 
into Port Phillip Bay is a 
matter which is currently 
receiving much public at- 
tention and Officers of the 
Board are averse ta approv- 
ing drainage schemes which 
involve the discharge of 
untreated sullage waters in- 
to the Bay. 5 

‘As Stages 2 and 3 of La- 
verton Estate and the pro- 
posed Truganina Reserve 
Subdivisien are involved, this 
matter is of extreme im-} 
portance to the Council if 
a continuance of residential 
development in the munici. 
pality is desired. 

The Board’s Officers are 
averse to drainage waters 
from the southern portion 
ef Laverton Estate and from 
the maior portion of the 
proposed Truganina Reserve 
Subdivision being discharged 
into the recently constructed 
large open drain through 
Troganina Reserve. 
his policy is to be en-

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forced the Council will have 
to seek another main out- 
let drain leading to the fore- 
shore. 

It would be practical to 


subdi-} connect with the drain pro- 


posed by Notla Estate, ie. 
through land currently leased 
by Cheetham Salt Ltd, . 


However, the Council 
would have to contribute 
towards the cost of this 


main outlet drain in respect 
of drainage -waters from La- 
verton Estate and from 
Truganina Reserve Subdivi- 
sion, unless the Board as- 
sues responsibility for such 
cost, 


If the Council and the 
Board of Works insist on the 
sewering of Notla Estate it 
is equally important that 
Truganina Reserve Subdivi- 
sion be sewered. : 

As the development of the! 
two areas, Notla and Tru- 
ganina, involve problems 
that are mutual and will in- 
volve the Council in un-: 
foreseen large expenditure. 
consideration should be giver! 
as to whether financing of 
the development of Truga- 
nina Reserve can be under. 
taken in the near future.

Within the limitations imposed by - 
the Board of Works, there is sufficient 
scope to make this area the finest lake 
and park in -the western suburbs. 








Cherry swamp was hardly a blaze 
of beauty but it had at least one notable 
aspect. Even the most casual passerby 
could not but be impressed with its va- 
ried bird life. 


The view has already been expressed 
that these birds in Altona are an asset 
that should not be ignored. 










With this we agree. Every effort 
should be made to see that there is: the 
least interference with bird life. Indeed 
it. may ‘be. possible to make conditions 
more congenial for’ them, eis 













‘While the necessary orderly appear- 
ance of the southern and. ‘eastern 
reaches of the lake will not be favour- 
able for the birds, there are ample 
possibilities on the north-western sectors 

“for such conditions.- Mud flats and 
shallow water could be provided with 
little effort.

A ratepayer’s suggestions 
for altering the traffic sig- 
nais at the corner of Millers! 
and Kororoit Creek Roads_ 
is being referred to the 
Traffic Commission. 


But the City Engineer,! 
Mr. R. C._ Simmons, consi-} 
ders that if either plan is 


adopted the likelihood of ac- 
cidents at the intersection 
would be increased. 


Mr. N. Anthony suggested 
that when the green arrow 
permitting traffic proceed- 
ing south along Millers Road 
to turn_ westwards into Ko- 
iroroit Creek Road, and all! 
other traffic movement is 
, halted, either (a) _ traffict 
moving south along Millers! 
Road should be allowed to 
proceed or (b) traffic pro- 
ceeding north along Millers 
‘Road should be allowed to 
jtura eastwards into Koro- 
!roit Creek Road. 


The phasing of the signals 

was recommended by the 
Traffic Commission after a 
study of the traffic move-' 
jments at the intersection, 
jsaid Mr. Simmons at a! 
of the Council 
Works Committee. 


He pointed out that annual 
traffic counts taken in March 
show that the volume of 
traffic in all directions is 
proportionately very similar 
ta that” taken’ before the; 
signals were installed. 


In view of the cost of 
jaltering the signals, estim- 
atei at $200, and the likely 
additional accidents that 
would occur if additional 
movements were permitted, 
no alterations to the exist- 
ing signals were recommend- 
ed by Mr. Simmons. 

Council will request the 
Traffic Commission to com- 
ment on the suggestions.

Urgent, says 
Alec Knight 


Once again the Hon. A. 
W. Knight, member for 
Melbourne West, has urged 


the building of a_ special 
school at Altona North, 

Recently in the Legisla- 
tive Council he said — 

“The Minister of Educa- 
tion is familiar with my re- 
-quest for the construction 
of a special school at Al 
tona North. Problems being 
faced by the parents of 
children who are backward 
educationally in this area 
are continuing. The special 
school at Footscray North, 
under capable leadership of 
Mrs. Doherty. is doing an 
excellent job, but cannot 
cope with the needs of the 
whole area. At present, 
these facilities are  over- 
taxed because the school is 
trying to meet the needs 
children in the area 
bounded by Footscray, Sun- 
shine and through to Wil- 
liamstown. ‘Therefore, the, 
building of a special school 
at Altona North to relieve 


the anxieties of the  pa- 
rents of these children 
should be urgently consi- 


dered”.
